In the golden age of the province of the 
New Netherlands, when it was under the 
sway of Wouter Van Twiller, otherwise 
called Walter the Doubter, the people of 
the Manhattoes were alarmed, one sultry 
afternoon, just about the time of the sum- 
mer solstice, by a tremendous storm of 
thunder and lightning. ‘The rain descend- 
ed in such torrents as absolutely to spatter 
up and smoke along the ground. Itseem- 
ed as if thé thunder rattled and roared 
over the very roofs of the houses. The 
lightning was seen to play about the church 
of St. Nicholas, and to strive three miles, 
in vain, to strike its weathercock. Garret 
Van Horne’s new chimney was split almost 
from top to bottom, and Doflue Mildeber- 
yer was struck speechless from his. bald 
faced mare, just as he was riding into town.

The news from tne fod, therefore, 
brought all the populace down to the bat- 
tery, to behold the wished for sight. It 
was not exactly the time vhen she had 
been expected to arrive, anl the circum- 
stance was a matter of som speculation, 
Many were the groups collected about the 
battery. Here and there might be seen a 
burgomaster of slow and psmpous gravity, 
giving his opinion, with great confidence, 
to a crowd of old women and idle boys.— 
At another place was a kuot of old wea- 
ther beaten fellows, who had been seamen 
or fishermen in their times, and were great 
authorities on such occasions; these gave 
different opinions, and cavsed great -dis- 
putes among their several adherents. But

cient telescope, covered with tarry canvas, 
hummed a Dutch tune to himself, and said 
nothing—a hum, however, from Haus Van 
Pelt had always more weight with the pub- 
lic than a epeech from apother man. 

In the mean time the ship became more 
distinct to the naked eye. She wasa stout, 
round, Dutch built vessel, with high bow 
and poop, and bearing Dutch colours. The 
evening sun gilded her bellying canvass, 
as she came riding over the long waving 
billows. ‘The sentinel whe had given notice 
of her approach declared, that he firet got 
sight of + when she was in the centre of 
the bay; and that she broke suddenly upon 
his sight, just as if she had come out of the 
bosom of the black thunder cloud. The 
by-standers looked at Hans Van Pelt to 
see what he would say to this report— 
Hans Van Pelt serewed his mouth closer 
together and said nothing; apon which 
some shook their heads, and others shrug- 
ged their shoulders. 

The ship was now repeatedly hailed, but 
made no reply, aud passing by the fort, 
stood on up the Hudson, A gun was 
brought to bear on her, and, with some dif- 
ficulty loaded and fixed by Hans Van Pelt, 
the garrison not being expert in artillery. 
The shot seemed absolutely to pass through 
the ship along the water on the other side, 
but no notice was taken of it. What was 
strange she had al! her satls set, and sail- 
ed right against wind and tide, which were 
both down the river. 

Upon this Hang Van Pelt, who was like- 
wise harbor master, ordered his boat, and 
set off to board her, but after rowing two 
or three hours he returned without success. 
Sometimes he would get within one or two 
hundred yards of her, and then,in a twiak- 
ling, she would be half a mile off. Somme 
said it was because his oarsmen who were 
rather pursy and short winded, stepped 
every now and then to take breath, and spit 
on their hands; but this, it is probable, was 
a mere scandal. He got near enough, how- 
ever, tosee the crew, who were all dressed 
in the Dutch style; the officers in doublets 
and high hats and feathers, Not a word 
was spoken by any one on board; they 
stood as motionless as so many statues ;

The appearance of this ship threw the 
governor into one of tie deepest doubts 
that ever beset him in tie whole course of 
his administration.

These reports perplexed the governor 
and his council more than ever; aod it 
would be endless to repeat the conjectures 
and opinions that were uttered on the aub- 
ject. Some quoted cases in point of ships 
seen off the coasts of New-Kogland navi- 

ted by witches and gobbins. Old Hans 
fan Pelt, who had been more than once to 
the Dutch colony at the Cape of Good 
Hope, insisted that this mast be the Ply- 
ing Dutchman, which had so long haented 
Table Bay, but being unable to make port, 
had now sought another harbour. Others 
suggested, that if itreally was a superna- 
tural apparition, as there was every natur- 
al reason to believé, it might be Hendrick 
Hudson and bis crew of the Half Moon; 
who, it was well known, had once run 
aground in the upper part of the river, in 
seeking a north-west passage to China.— 
This opinion had very litthe weight with 
the governor; but it passed current out of 
doors.

Other events occurred to occupy the 
thoughts and doubts of the sege Wonte:

dote throughout the whole time of the 
Dutch government: and particularly just 
before the: capture of New-Amsterdam, 
and the subjugation of the province, by 
the English squadron.

IMPORTANT INTELLIGENCE. 

Peace with Turkey and Greece—By the 
arrival of the brig Aan, Capt. Ashford, in 
45 days from Leghorn, (says the New-York 
Commercial Advertiser) on ow a 
the im ant intelligence by the Captain, 
that mv been Stacleded between the 
Torks and the Greeks, through the media- 
tion of the Emperor of Russia. 

The news was brought to Leghorn on 
the 22d October, by a vessel from Con- 
stantinople, and Capt. Ashford states, that 
the fact was generally believed at Leghorn, 
whence he sailed on the 25th. He also 
says, that the treaty leaves the Greeks in 
the same stote of slavery they were in before 
the war. We very much doubt this part 
of the information. 

Capt. Ashford sailed from Leghorn io 
company with the U.S. frigate Constita- 
tion, for Port Mahon, and sloop of war 
Ontario, for Tunis, with an American Con- 
sul on beard for that place. 

The Governor of Leghorn died on the 
24th Oct. and was interred on the 25th. 

———————————— 

PORTUGAL—Gibraltar papers, receiv- 
ed at Boston to the 50th October, contain 
advices from Lisbon to the 13th, by which 
it appears that the Cortes were engaged in 
a discussion, respecting the introduction 
of foreign grain for the supply of Lisbon, 
but had not come to any decision on the 
subject. Some of the deputies thought 
that the measure would be injurious to the 
National Agriculture. Others were in fa- 
vor of a temporary admission; and others 
wished to make Lisbon a free port for 
grain, the depots of which shoald not be 
touched, except under particular circum- 
stances. This motion is supposed to have 
some Connection with the negociation, that 
General Dearborn is conducting. 


The Brazils—aA letter received at Bos- 
states that the Brazilians were round about 
the city, and skirmishing took place almost 
daily, but they had shown no determination 
to attack the city, Should this be delay- 
ed til the troops from Lishon arrived, it 
was thought it would be difficalt to bring 
things to a speedy close, 

The government of Brazil is stated to

On Saturday morning last, Chief Justice 
Filghman, in the court of Over and Ter- 
miner, aced sentence of death upon 
William Gross, convicted of murderin the 
firet degree.

ADDRESS 

B. fore | proceed to pass sentence, I have a few 
words to say to you. And you may be assured 
they are spoken with a kind intention, although, 
perhaps, they may unavoidably give vou pain. I 
have understood, that on the night of your eunvic. 
tion, you behaved with a levity, which shewed that 
vou were insensible, or regardless of your dunger, 
Whether this was owing to an expectation of par. 
don, or a natural hardness of hea t, | know not.— 
As to pardon, it rests with the Governor, nor will 
the Court ever place itself between you and mer- 
cy Yet it is proper you should understand, that 
we see nothing in your case, which woukd justly 
us iv recommending a pardon. It is in fact, a case

IMPORTANT INTELLIGENCE. 


Peace with Turkey and Greece—By the 
arrival of the brig Aan, Capt. Ashford, in 
45 days from Leghorn, (says the New-York 
Commercial Advertiser,) we es — 
the important intelligence by the Captain, 
that pee been Gadieded between the 
Torks and the Greeks, through the media- 
tion of the Emperor of Russia. 

The news was brought to Leghorn on 
the 22d October, by a vessel from Con- 
stantinople, and Capt, Ashford states, that 
the fact was generally believed at Leghorn, 
whence he sailed on the 25th. He also 
says, that the treaty leaves the Greeks in 
the same state of slavery they were in before 
the war. We very much doubt this part 
of the information. ;' 

Capt. Ashford sailed from Leghorn io 
company with the U.S. frigate Constitu- 
tion, for Port Mahon, and sloop of war 
Ontario, for Tunis, with an American Con- 
sul on board for that place. 

The Governor of Leghorn died on the 
24th Oct. and was interred on the 25th.

| of slavery in the Cape of Good Hope, gave 
the following as a fact of which he was | 


personally acquainted, having resided him- 
selfat the Cape. 

“In the year 1819, a female slave be- 
longing to a Datch gentleman at the Cape, 
had been treated with harshness, and at 


last her mistress threatened that she would .
